| at this plate, and ſhall euer remaine, as long as ſuch concourſe of them to 
{ our Court may bee without grieuance and offence to the Body of this 
” Realme, But hearing from all parts of our Kingdome, that by the re⸗ 
mooue of great numbers of the pꝛintipall Gentlemen out of the ſencrall Counties, aſwell of ſuch as 
hauc charge there, as Deputie Licutenants, o2 Commiſſioners fo2 the Muſters oz foꝛ the Peace, as 
others with their whole families both th execution or (things incident to their charge is omitted, and 
Hoſpitalitie exceedingly detayed, whereby the relle fe of the posꝛer ſoꝛt of people is taktu away, who 
had from ſuch Houſes much comfozt and caſe towards their linng: Fozremedy ofthe inconnem⸗ 
entes like to grow thereby, and allo foꝛthat we itt Rs Cinelc already ſomewhat foward with- 
our C:tpof London, which by concom ſe of people 3Þ:vingthereis very like to be intreaſed and im⸗ 
poꝛteth vs alwel foꝛ our peoples ſake, as fo? the ſaiety of sur once Perſon c who forthe moſt part lin 
in plates necre the ſaid City) to pꝛeuent by all pronident meanes { Wee gaue bone mooued rather to 
want fo2 atunt the contentment wee haue in the ſight and reloꝛt okour Subiects to vs, thenfoꝛ our 
owne pꝛiuate delight, to giue way to ſo great a miſchiefe, as che tontenuchlerclozt Hitter mapbzeed. 
Wherefo:e we do hereby wil and command all Gentlemen and others, alwell ſuch as haue any kind 
of charge in the Counties of their oꝛdinarp habitation, as oY other fozt, That ifthey haue not ſome 
ſpecial cauſe ofattendance at our Court foꝛ our Seruice, 02 2216122 neeettarp cauſe concerning their 
owe eſtate, whercofthey map mfoꝛme dur ue Cor! ncell, thepſhallimmedtatly akter the endt of 
this Terme depart our laid City of London and the Suburbs thereof, and returne to their ſcuerall 
habitations in the Counties of their abode, vntill the time of our Coꝛonation be tome, at what time 
we ſhall not millcke to haue them returne vntill that loleinmitic be palſed. And becauſe we pereeine 
that heretotoꝛe there hath bene a great neglett in obeping Pꝛoclamationus publiſhed vpon inſt cauſes, 
we do admoinſh all thoſe whom this Pꝛoclamation concerneth, to be lo wary, as wee haue not iuſt 
cauſc to make them an example of contempt, which wee muſt and will doc, if after the Terme ended 
we ſhall finde any making {kay here, contrary to this direction.
